Gifts  for  public  charity  are  among  the  most  commend- 
able of  human  kindnesses,  The  high  favor  with  which  they 
are  regarded  in  the  law  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that 
such  gifts  are  permitted  to  be  deducted  in  the  computation 
of  inheritance,  estate  and  income  taxes.   There  is  a  great 
public  concern  that  wealth  donated  to  private  charity  be 
used  in  such  a  manner  that  the  highest  public  good  is  ac- 
complished. 

In  Massachusetts,  public  charities,  with  certain  ex- 
ceptions, are  required  to  file  annual  financial  reports 
with  the  Attorney  General.   Presently  over  4,000  reports 
are  filed  each  year.  Most  of  the  charitable  organizations 
reporting  are  hospitals,  schools  and  other  institutions. 
A  large  and  increasing  number  of  the  charities  reporting, 
however,  are  foundations  and  trusts  which  make  grants  of 
money  from  their  income  or  assets  to  operating  charities  or 
directly  for  charitable  purposes. 

It  is,  of  course,  of  great  advantage  to  the  operating 
charities,  and  to  the  public,  to  have  a  knowledge  of  such 
grant-making  foundations  and  trusts.   However,  it  is  often 
difficult  for  interested  persons  to  come  to  the  State  House 
where  the  information  is  on  file.   Further,  some  prior 
knowledge  of  the  existence  of  particular  foundations  and 
trusts  is  necessary  if  the  desired  information  is  to  be 
obtained  expeditiously. 

To  the  end  of  having  that  knowledge  available  for 
public  use,  this  Department  in  1961  cooperated  in  the  prep- 
aration of  a  Directory  listing  all  the  charities  which  were 
filing  financial  reports.   That  Directory  stated  the  names 
of  the  charities  and  classified  them  according  to  their 
purpose  but  omitted  any  financial  data.   The  Russell  Sage 
Foundation  of  New  York  has  from  time  to  time  issued  a  vol- 
uminous Directory  listing  by  States  the  larger  grant -making 
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foundations  and  trusts-   Naturally,  that  Directory  lists 
only  the  larger  foundations  and  trusts  in  Massachusetts, 
and  because  of  the  nationwide  scope  of  that  project,  a  few 
of  the  large  Massachusetts  foundations  were  overlooked. 

The  Directory  which  follows,  is  a  complete  list  of 
all  but  the  very  small  grant-making  foundations  and  trusts 
in  Massachusetts  which  file  annual  reports  with  the  Attorney 
General's  Department.   Like  the  Russell  Sage  Directory,  it 
does  not  merely  list  the  foundations  and  trusts  by  name, 
but  in  each  case  the  purposes,  officers  and  financial  facts 
are  set  out.   In  order  to  make  the  use  of  the  Directory  as 
convenient  as  possible,  the  listing  in  the  Directory  is 
followed  by  a  classification  according  to  the  purposes,  the 
name  of  each  organization  being  stated  together  with  a  code 
number  indicating  its  financial  size. 

As  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth,  I  am  sure  that 
a  Directory  such  as  this  is  necessary  to  obtain  the  greatest 
possible  benefit  from  the  annual  financial  reports  which  are 
filed  by  public  charities  in  Massachusetts.   I  have  been 
most  gratified  by  the  interest  in,  and  support  of,  the  pro- 
ject by  the  Committee  of  the  Permanent  Charity  Fund,  and  it 
has  been  a  pleasure  to  cooperate  in  this  undertaking  and  to 
make  the  facilities  of  the  Department  of  the  Attorney  General 
fully  available  for  its  completion. 

This  publication,  like  the  earlier  Massachusetts  Direc- 
tory and  The  Russell  Sage  Foundation,  will  advance  the 
efficient  use  and  administration  of  the  privately  supported 
public  charities  in  Massachusetts  which  are  indispensable 
adjuncts  to  the  community  efforts  in  relieving  poverty  and 
sickness,  fostering  education  and  otherwise  aiding  the  un- 
fortunate and  promoting  the  public  welfare.

Introduction 

The  1965  Directory  of  Foundations  in  Massachusetts  is  essentially  a 
catalog  of  charitable  foundations,  institutions,  and  trusts  which  have  funds 
available  for  other  charitable  organizations,  for  needy  individuals  or  for  spe- 
cialized programs  which  are  of  interest  to  the  public.  Of  the  4,000  public 
charities  presently  filing  reports  with  the  Division  of  Public  Charities,  approxi- 
mately 1,200  fall  into  this  category.  The  information  presented  in  this  publica- 
tion is  taken  from  annual  financial  reports  filed  by  these  charities  with  the 
Division  of  Public  Charities,  Department  of  the  Attorney-General,  pursuant 
to  Chapter  12,  Section  8F,  of  The  General  Laws. 

Although  these  annual  reports,  as  public  records,  are  available  to  the  public 
for  inspection,  it  is  desirable  that  the  information  be  accessible  in  more  con- 
venient form  so  that  the  greatest  possible  benefit  can  be  derived  from  the  annual 
reports.  This  need  was  first  recognized  in  1961  when  the  Department  of  the 
Attorney-General,  in  cooperation  with  Brandeis  University  and  the  Committee 
of  the  Permanent  Charity  Fund,  published  the  Directory  of  Public  Charities  in 
Massachusetts.  The  1961  Directory  contained  an  alphabetical  listing  of  all 
public  charities,  incorporated  or  unincorporated,  which  had  registered  with  the 
Division  of  Public  Charities,  the  listing  being  followed  by  an  index  which 
designated  the  purposes  of  the  public  charities. 

In  order  to  supplement  the  1961  Directory  and  provide  further  useful 
information,  the  1965  Directory  has  been  prepared.  As  stated,  this  Directory, 
in  addition  to  the  name  of  each  charity,  contains  financial  information,  the 
names  of  the  directors  and  trustees,  and  a  concise  statement  of  the  purposes  and 
activities  of  the  charity. 

Even  though  the  foundations  reported  in  the  Directory,  with  total  assets 
of  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  million  and  income  of  thirty-seven  million,  rival 
state  government  commitments  and  expenditures  in  the  fields  of  health,  educa- 
tion, and  welfare,  only  a  fraction  of  the  total  philanthropic  activity  in  the 
Commonwealth  is  reflected  in  the  Directory. 

Realizing  that  trustees  or  directors  of  foundations  occasionally  focus  their 
attention  on  certain  fields  of  charitable  endeavor  in  disbursing  funds,  every 
effort  has  been  made  to  include  a  statement  of  the  distribution  policies  of  the 
trustees.   Information  as  to  such  policy  will,  it  is  believed,  benefit  both  trustees 
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and  fund  seekers.    Those  seeking  funds  can  determine  whether  a  request  to  a 
particular  foundation  might  be  fruitful. 

The  phrases  "broad  purposes"  or  "broad  charitable  purposes",  which 
appear  often  in  the  Directory,  indicate  that  the  trustees  or  directors  of  the 
foundations  and  funds  have  very  broad  discretion  in  selecting  the  beneficiaries 
of  foundation  income,  the  only  restriction  being  that  the  income  of  the  founda- 
tion be  used  for  public  charitable  purposes.  Such  purposes  are  not  confined  to 
the  aiding  of  the  poor  and  needy,  but  may  legally  in  the  discretion  of  the  govern- 
ing body  of  the  foundation  embrace  gifts  for  literary  and  educational  endeavors; 
for  religious  uses;  for  health;  and  for  purposes  that  "lighten  the  burden  of 
government."  The  Massachusetts  Judiciary  is  constantly  broadening  the  range 
of  activities  which  it  recognizes  as  "public  charitable  purposes." 

The  publication  of  this  Directory  will,  it  is  expected,  have  the  incidental 
effect  of  calling  the  provision  of  Chapter  12,  Section  8F,  of  The  General  Laws 
to  the  attention  of  directors  or  trustees  who  may  not  be  aware  of  their  duty  to 
file  annual  financial  reports  as  therein  required.  The  officers  and  directors  of 
every  public  charity,  with  a  limited  exception,  must  comply  with  that  require- 
ment. A  public  charity  is  defined  in  Jackson  v.  Phillips,  14  Allen  439,  an  early 
Massachusetts  case,  as  follows : 

"A  charity,  in  the  legal  sense,  may  be  more  fully  defined  as  a  gift,  to  be 
applied  consistently  with  existing  laws,  for  the  benefit  of  an  indefinite  number 
of  persons,  either  by  bringing  their  minds  or  hearts  under  the  influence  of  edu- 
cation or  religion,  by  relieving  their  bodies  from  disease,  suffering  or  constraint, 
by  assisting  them  to  establish  themselves  in  life,  or  by  erecting  or  maintaining 
public  buildings  or  works  or  otherwise  lessening  the  burdens  of  government." 

Some  trustees  of  family  charitable  foundations  have  erroneously  believed 
that  the  provisions  of  The  General  Laws,  Chapter  12,  Section  8F,  are  not  appli- 
cable to  such  foundations  on  some  theory  that  they  are  not  public  charities.  Little 
reflection  is  required  to  conclude  that  not  only  do  family  foundations  fall  within 
the  definition  of  a  public  charity  as  expressed  in  Jackson  v.  Phillips,  but  also, 
because  of  the  tax  advantages  accruing  to  foundations  dedicated  to  public 
charity,  the  public  clearly  has  the  right  to  know  that  the  funds  of  the  founda- 
tion are  devoted  to  the  charitable  purposes  designated  in  the  instrument  creating 
the  foundation.  Only  mutual  relief  associations  are  considered  private  charities, 
and  they  do  not  qualify  for  the  tax  benefits  extended  to  gifts  for  public  charities. 
The  distinction  is  marked  in  Young  Men's  Benevolent  Society  v.  Fall  River, 
reported  in  Volume  160,  Page  411,  of  the  Massachusetts  Reports.  Chief  Justice 
Field  in  this  case  states: 

"There  is  a  species  of  organization,  sometimes  called  a  'private  charity,' 
which  is  not  a  public  or  general  charity  .  .  .  ;  and  that  is  an  association  for  the 
mutual  benefit  of  the  contributors  and  of  no  other  persons.  But  such  a  case 
wants  the  essential  element  of  indefiniteness  in  the  immediate  objects,  if  not 
that  of  gratuity  in  the  contribution.  (Such)  societies  have  been  regarded  in  the 
law  .  .  .  as  .  .  .  mutual  benefit  societies." 
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The  public  is  indebted  to  the  Committee  of  the  Permanent  Charity  Fund, 
which  financed  the  research,  printing,  and  distribution  of  the  Directory,  and 
particularly  to  its  Director,  Wilbur  J.  Bender,  whose  suggestions,  comments,  and 
criticisms  were  invaluable  in  the  preparation  of  the  manuscript.  Appreciation 
is  also  due  to  Assistant  Attorney-General  James  J.  Kelleher,  who,  as  Director 
of  the  Division  of  Public  Charities  in  the  Office  of  the  Attorney-General,  recog- 
nized the  need  for  a  revised  Directory  and  took  steps  to  bring  about  its  creation, 
and  to  Assistant  Attorney-General  John  J.  Roche,  who  planned  the  organization 
and  content  of  the  Directory  and  assisted  in  its  completion.  The  preparation  of 
this  booklet  was  greatly  facilitated  by  the  efforts  of  Miss  Marcia  Sewall,  Miss 
Anna  O.  Bailey,  Miss  Jean  Barboza,  and  Mrs.  Madeline  Gentile,  who  dis- 
charged their  duties  as  researchers  with  diligence  and  devotion.  The  persons 
involved  in  the  publication  of  this  Directory  are  particularly  grateful  to  Miss 
Mary  Darcy,  Executive  Secretary  of  The  Civil  War  Centennial  Commission, 
who  graciously  offered  to  share  her  office  with  the  research  staff  when  it  ap- 
peared that  they  would  be  forced  to  set  up  shop  in  one  of  the  State  House 
corridors.  In  addition,  recognition  is  owing  to  the  many  Boston  charitable 
organizations  whose  opinions  were  sought  when  this  project  was  in  the  planning 
stages  and  who  made  valuable  suggestions  in  establishing  the  format  of  the 
Directory. 

Foundations  Listed  in  The  Directory 

In  determining  which  public  charities  should  be  listed  in  the  Directory, 
the  principal  test  used  was  whether  the  publication  of  the  fund  would  be  useful 
to  those  in  search  of  charitable  monies.  Trusts  for  the  benefit  of  specified 
charitable  organizations  are  left  out  because  of  this  test.  For  similar  reasons, 
operating  charities  using  their  funds  to  provide  services  directly  to  the  public 
are  not  included.  An  exception  to  this  rule  is  made  in  the  case  of  agencies 
which  provide  grants  for  research  or  other  purposes,  even  though  such  grants 
represent  a  small  portion  of  total  expenditures.  Scholarship  funds  earmarked 
for  students  at  particular  universities  and  colleges  are  omitted  since  they  are 
normally  administered  by  the  student  aid  offices  at  the  respective  universities 
and  colleges.  However,  scholarship  funds  for  graduates  of  particular  high 
schools  or  for  designated  areas  are  included  primarily  to  inform  the  public  of 
their  existence  and  secondarily  to  assist  future  donors  in  evaluating  the  needs  of 
the  community. 

It  was  decided  to  exclude  very  small  funds  and  foundations  from  the 
Directory.  Funds  with  principal  assets  of  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  or 
income  of  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  are  not  listed.  However,  if  either 
condition  is  satisfied,  then  the  foundation  is  included.  Some  foundations  have 
small  asset  values  because  contributions  to  the  foundation  are  paid  out  as  they 
are  received.  Others  reflect  extremely  large  assets  and  low  income  because  the 
assets  may  in  part  consist  of  non-dividend  declaring  stock. 

It  was  necessary  to  treat  some  foundations  on  an  individual  basis,  and  they 
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are  recorded  in  the  Directory  even  though  they  satisfy  neither  the  ten  thousand 
dollars  in  assets  test  nor  the  one  thousand  dollar  annual  income  test.  They  are 
included  because,  in  the  recent  past,  they  have  received  substantial  contributions 
which  they  have  immediately  paid  out  and  indications  are  that  such  increased 
activity  will  be  repeated  in  the  near  future. 

Statistical   Study 

The  suggestion  was  made  that  this  introduction  should  include  a  statistical 
study  which  would  parallel  a  study  recently  published  by  the  United  States 
Treasury  Department.  The  Treasury  study  is  an  examination  of  the  activities 
of  the  larger  private  foundations  located  in  the  United  States.  Although  it 
would  be  of  interest  to  compare  foundations  and  funds  in  the  Commonwealth 
with  those  nationwide,  the  information  contained  in  the  annual  reports  filed  with 
the  Division  of  Public  Charities  is  not  as  detailed  as  that  published  in  the 
Treasury  Department  Report.  For  those  who  are  interested  in  examining  the 
Treasury  Department  Report  on  Private  Foundations,  copies  may  be  obtained 
by  writing  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  House  of  Representatives, 
Longworth  Building  —  Room  1102,  Washington,  D.C. 

The  following  table,  which  is  a  summary  statement  of  the  financial  data 
relating  to  the  foundations  listed  in  this  Directory,  is  included  for  general  infor- 
mation purposes  only. 

Guide   to   the   Use   of  the   Index 

In  the  back  of  the  Directory  is  found  a  classification  of  the  funds  and 
foundations  recorded  herein.  Each  charity  is  included  in  the  classification  by 
purpose,  by  geographical  area  —  where  that  is  significant  —  and  by  amount  of 
assets  held  by  the  fund  or  foundation.  Each  foundation  which  has  more  than 
one  specified  purpose  is  reported  under  each  of  such  purposes. 

The  numbers  from  (1)  to  (6)  following  the  names  of  the  funds  under  the 
purpose  classifications  designate  the  approximate  asset  value  of  the  fund  and 
represent: 

1.  —  Principal  assets  of  over  $1,000,000 

2.  —  Principal  assets  of  $500,000  to  $1,000,000 

3.  —  Principal  assets  of  $100,000  to  $500,000 

4.  —  Principal  assets  of  $50,000  to  $100,000 

5.  —  Principal  assets  of  $25,000  to  $50,000 

6.  —  Principal  assets  of  $0  to  $25,000 

Each  charity  has  been  grouped  in  accordance  with  the  charitable  purpose 
or  activity.  Thus  one  seeking  to  find  a  fund  providing  aid  to  students  would  first 
consult  the  charities  grouped  under  "Scholarships,  Fellowships,  and  Loans  — 
Particular  Area"  and  then  those  groups  under  "Scholarships,  Fellowships,  and 
Loans  —  Unrestricted".  By  noting  the  name  of  the  relevant  charity,  detailed 
information  about  the  charity  can  then  be  obtained  from  the  alphabetical  listing.
